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Summary 


The diagnosis of Dictyocephalos japonicus Kawam. written by the late Dr. S. 
Kawamura in 1934 had been kept unpublished for about twenty years, until his 
manuscript was published in leones of Japanese Fungi, vol. 7, p. 723, pi. 715, (1954). 
The diagnosis was made by him based on the materials collected in two localites: 
(1) Iizawa in Shirakawa-shi, Fukushima-ken (coll. T. Saito; Oct. 1934), and (2) 
Namase in Daigo-machi, Ibaraki-ken (coll. T. Yatabe; Oct. 11 and 20, 1941). 

Co-operative with the teachers and pupils of Uchiono Primary School, the 
writers made a survey of this curious fungi, and found several new localities in 
Daigo-machi, and collected many specimens for study. Afterwards, we found this 
fungi at the foot of Mt. Sashiro, situated at about 40km southward from Daigo- 
machi. 
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
